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Chicago police 
captain guilty of 
extortion plot 


CHICAGO (AP) — A h igh - 
ranking police official and 18 
former subordinates h ave been 
convicted in connection with an 
alleged plot to squeeze pay offs 
out of tavern operators in Ch i­ 
cago’s North Side nigh tclub dis­ 
trict. 
Capt. Clarence Braasch , for­ 
merly ch ief of traffic police, 
and th e oth ers found guilty 
were suspended after th e U.S. 
District Court jury returned its 
verdicts Friday , Deputy Supt. 
Mitch ell Ware announced. 
“I h ope th at th is verdict will 
not diminish th e respect of th e 
public for th e h onest 95 per 
cent of th e department’s mem­ 
bers,” Ware said in a state­ 
ment. 
Braasch , 46, was th e h igh est 
ranking Ch icago police official 
ever convicted on ch arges of 
corruption. It also was th e larg­ 
est number of policemen found 
guilty in one trial. 
Four policemen tried in th e 
case were acquitted of all 
ch arges by th e jury of five men 
and seven women th at deliber­ 
ated 17*^ h ours. Th e trial began 
Aug. 6. 
Several jurors wiped tears 
from th eir ey es as th e clerk 
slowly read off th e verdicts. 
Wives of th e convicted police­ 
men sobbed. 
‘‘Th ey ’re innocent,” one 
woman surrounded by comfort­ 
ing relatives wailed. "He didn’t 
do it. I know h e didn’t do it.” 
Braasch and all oth er 18 po­ 
licemen found guilty of ex­ 
tortion could receive a max­ 
imum penalty of 20 y ears in 
prison and $10,000 fines. 
In addition, Braasch and th e 
14 also convicted of perjury 
face a furth er maximum penal­ 
ty of five y ears in prison and 
$5,000 fines. 
Judge William J. Bauer set 
Oct. 19 for a h earing on post­ 
trial motions. 
Fifty -th ree tavern operators. 


including Anth ony G. Angelos, 
Gov. Daniel Walker’s ill-fated 
nominee for state insurance di­ 
rector, testified for th e prose­ 
cution th at th ey were com­ 
pelled to make pay offs to police 
in th e Ch icago Avenue District 
to avoid h arassment. 
Four one-time vice detectives 
in th e district testified th at th e 
“$100-a-month vice club” was 
formed at a meeting in 1966, 
sh ortly after Braasch became 
commander of th e district, 
wh ich takes in th e Rush Street 
and Old Town areas. 
Braasch and eigh t oth er de­ 
fendants testified th at th ey 
knew noth ing of pay offs from 
tavern owners and never took 
part in any conspiracy . 
Th e federal investigation be­ 
gan in late 1970. A grand jury 
was sworn in in February 1971 
and returned th e indictment 
Dec. 29. 
Th e federal government ob­ 
tained jurisdiction in th e ex­ 
tortion case under th e Hobbs 
Act, wh ich bars interference 
with goods sold in interstate 
commerce, in th is instance li­ 
quor. 
After th e verdicts were read, 
th e bespectacled, gray 4iaired 
Braasch left th e Dirksen Feder­ 
al Building, telling newsmen 
h is attorney instructed h im n(X 
to comment cm th e case. He 
went to h is car parked nearby 
and drove off alone. 
James R. Th ompson, U.S. 
district attorney , reach ed by 
teleph one in Wash ington wh ere 
h e is representing th e govern­ 
ment in th e Baltimore grand 
jury investigation of Vice Presi­ 
dent Spiro T. Agnew, pledged 
to carry on th e probe. 
"We’ve got a long way to 
go,” h e said, "but we’re going 
to keep going ” 
"You’ve got to remember th e 
tradition of Ch icago,” h e ad­ 
ded. “No one wants to admit 
corruption exists.”

Newspapers cited 
to resist Agnew

organizations wh ose reporters 
h ave been subpoenaed to reveal 
sources of stories about th e in­ 
vestigation of Vice President 
Spiro T. Agnew say th ey will 
figh t th e action as an invasion 
of First Amendment righ ts. 
Reporters for Th e New York 
Times, New York Daily News, 
Wash ington Post, Wash ington 
Star-News, CBS, NBC, Time 
and Newsweek Magazines were 
ordered to appear in a Balti­ 
more court Th ursday , bringing 
notes of conversations with offi­ 
cial sources. 
"We will vigorously oppose 
th is step in th e courts with all 
th e resources at our com­ 
mand,” said Th e New York 
Times. 
‘Th e Wash ington Post and 
Newsweek consider th ese sub­ 
poenas an invasion of th eir 
righ t aiKl th e righ ts of th e pub­ 
lic under th e First Amendment 
to th e Constitution, particularly 
since any response to th em 
would require th e revelation of 
confidential 
news 
sources,” 
said Joseph A. Califano Jr., 
lawy er for th e two publications. 
Rich ard S. Salant, president 


of CBS News, said th at with out 
th e ability to keep source con­ 
fidential "American journalism 
and th e free flow of information 
would be dealt a severe blow.” 
Agnew’s lawy ers were given 
auth ority earlier in th e week to 
issue subpoenas and take de­ 
positions to probe th e source of 
leaks about th e Agnew investi­ 
gation.

Agnew lawy ers issued sub­ 
poenas for newsmen represent­ 
ing six publications and two 
broadcast networks, seeking to 
force th e r ^ r t e r s to reveal 
th e source of news leaks con­ 
cerning th e Agnew investiga­ 


tion. 
—Th e Wh ite House declined 
to predict wh at President Nixon 
migh t do if Agnew’s lawy ers 
tried to force testimony from 
administration officials about 
th e news leaks.

Egy ptian crossing of th e 200- 
foot-wide canal since th e war. 
Cairo Radio said Israel h am­ 
mered its positions on th e 
south ern end of th e canal and 
reported sea and air figh ting in 
th e Gulf of Suez area. It 
claimed Egy pt knocked down 
11 Israeli warplanes and lost 10 
of its own in th e biggest aerial 
engagement between th e two 
countries since th e 1967 con­ 
flict.

“Th e Israeli forces are in ac­ 
tion against th e aggressors,” 
said a military spokesman in 
Tel Aviv. 
Egy pt announced in Cairo 
th at Israeli jets attacked its po­ 
sitions at Zafra and Sukh na 
near th e south ern end of th e 
Suez Canal. Th e waterway h as 
been th e effective cease-fire 
line between Egy pt and Israel 
since th e Jewish state steam- 
rolled over Egy ptian forces in 
th e Sinai peninsula in th e 1967 
conflict. 
In Wash ington, th e State De­ 
partment said it was watch ing

planned no immediate com­ 
men t 
Egy pt’s Middle East News 
Agency said Egy ptian territo­ 
rial waters and th ose in th e vi­ 
cinity of Egy pt and Israel are 
"areas of naval operations” 
and warned foreign embassies 
in Cairo to stay clear. 
"Th e measure was taken in 
response to th e Israeli attack 
today on th e Gulf of Suez,” th e 
official agency said. 
Th e danger areas are in both 
th e Mediterranean at th e north ­ 
ern end of th e canal and th e 
Red Sea near th e Gulf of S u ez 
at th e canal’s south ern end, th e 
government said.

It was figh ting between Israel 
and Sy ria th at tripped th e lever 
in a process of increasing con­ 
frontation th at led to th e Six- 
Day War of 1967. Israel roundly 
defeated th e Arab nations in 
th at engagement and seized 
territory from Sy ria along th e 
Golan Heigh ts, from Jordan on 
th e West Bank of th e Jordan 
River and from Egy pt on th e 
Sinai peninsula. 
Both sides accused each oth ­ 
er of attacking firrt in today ’s 
battles. 
Earlier th is week Sy ria de­ 
clared a 100 per cent military 
alert with a callup of all re­ 
serves and retired officers. 


Seeking welfare fathers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - As­ 
serting it can save $4 for every 
$1 spent, th e government is of­ 
fering states more money to 
h elp identify , locate and collect 
support pay ments from welfare 
fath ers. 
Th e Department of Health , 
Education and Welfare h as in­ 
vited public comments until 
Nov. 5 on its proposed regu­ 
lation th at would provide 50 per 
cent federal reimbursement fw 
expenses incurred by states, 
courts and law enforcement of­ 
ficials in paternity and ch ild- 
support cases. 
Of th e 7 8 million dependent 
ch ildren on welfare rolls, HEW 
said, 76.2 per cent do not h ave 
fath ers in th e h ome, 31.4 per 
cent were bom out of wedlock 


and only about 15 per cent re­ 
ceive some financial support 
from th eir fath ers. 
"In effect, th e taxpay ers as­ 
sume th e role of supporting 
ch ildren th at lies with th e fa­ 
th ers,” said Louis Hay s, an at­ 
torney in HEW’s Social and Re­ 
h abilitation Service. 
Th e proposed regulation fol­ 
lows th e CJeneral Accounting 
Office’s recommendations th at 
“HEW sh ould place more « m- 
ph asis on th e ch ild-support en­ 
forcement program.” 
“An increase in collecticms 
could mean eith er a reduction 
of state and federal welfare 
costs or an increase in th e 
money available to welfare 
families,” said GAO, watch dog 
agency of Congress.

simply ignored or dismissed as re­ 
actionaries. 


Voice of the people 


According to Rob ert Blackey, an 
associate professor of history at Ca­ 
lifornia State College in San Bernar­ 
dino, Allende’s electoral victory in 
1970 was heralded as a “revolution 
b y the b allot.” Latin America and 
the rest of the Third world were 
watching to see if capitalism would 
yield in the face of legal defeat. It 
would not, he says.

Sometimes it is so hard to com­ 
prehend the reasoning of some of our 
most astute citizens in this commu­ 
nity. 
Just a few days ago Warren Wäl­ 
der cast the deciding vote to prohib it 
leaf b urning within the city limits for 
reasons of pollution.

analysts now b elieve pub lic disgust 
with politicians in the wake of the 
Watergate-Agnew scandals is so 
pervasive that in 1974 all incumb ent 
Congressmen will b e in troub le, 
with Repub licans somewhat more 
vulnerab le than Democrats. 
In theory, that makes sense. Pub ­ 
lic reaction to political corruption 
traditionally has b een to throw out 
the rascals, with little attempt to 
discriminate b etween the b ad guys 
and the good guys. 
But, like many generalizations, it 
doesn’t b ear close scrutiny. At least 
not yet. It may b e a case of not see­ 
ing the trees for the forest. 
A survey of the 17 Democrats and 
13 Repub licans up for re-election 
and four seats b eing vacated in the 
Senate next year does not b ear out 
the argument that incumb ents are in 
for an unusually rough time. The 
campaign is still one year away, b ut 
already the Senators and their po­ 
tential rivals have b een b eating the 
political b ushes. It is possib le to 
make an early calculation ab out 
each race, sub ject of course to new 
developments. 
The Democratic and GOP Senate 
campaign committees suspect that 
the 1974 Senatorial contest may end 
up very much as did the preceding 
three off-year elections, in 1970,1966, 
and 1962. Although the makeup of 
the House of Representatives fluctu­ 
ated sub stantially in those years, the 
Senate b arely changed. In 1970, the 
Repub licans gained two Senate 
seats and most incumb ents were re­ 
turned comfortab ly to office. In 1%6, 
the Repub licans picked up three 
seats. In 1962, the story was similar 
in reverse ; the Democrats picked up 
four seats. 
Next year, according to current 
estimates, the Democrats may pick 
up two or three seats. But that’s 


ab out tops. 
Jhirteen Democrats and eight 
Repub licans seem reasonab ly se­ 
cure. Of that group, one Democrat— 
Sam Ervin of North Carolina—and 
one 'epub lican—William Saxb e of 
Ohio—have not yet com m itted 
themselves to seeking re-election. 
Four Democrats are regarded as 
vulnerab le—Sens. George McGov­ 
ern of South Dakota, Thomas Eagle- 
ton of Missouri, Mike Gravel of Ala­ 
ska, and Warren Magnuson of Wash­ 
ington. All four, however, have b een 
campaigning hard the last 
few 
months and have improved their 
prospects. 
Two Repub licans are in difficul­ 
ty, and two others may b e, depend­ 
ing upon the strength of their [demo­ 
cratic opponents. The first two are 
Henry Bellmon of Oklahoma and 
Rob ert Dole of Kansas; the latter 
pair is Marlow Cook of Kentucky 
and Edward Gurney of Florida. 
Of the four upcoming Senate va­ 
cancies, two are GOP and two are 
Democratic. Democratic Gov. Mike 
O’Callaghan looks strong in Nevada. 
But the GOP could pick up the other 
three seats, in Utah (where (ioerge 
Romney may run), New Hampshire, 
and Iowa. 
The Democrats in dub ious seats 
seem to b e moving b etter than the 
R epub licans, who are troub led, 
which is why the handicappers cur­ 
rently give the Democrats a slight 
edge. But, as the figures indicate, it 
could wind up a draw and certainly 
no great sweep appears in the mak­ 
ing for either party. 
President Nixon has announced 
that he intends to campaign for 1974 
GOP candidates, b ut considering his 
modest popularity, he may hurt Re­ 
pub licans as much as help them. No, 
at this point, it appears neither Nix­ 
on nor Watergate will have a great 
impact on the Senatorial outcome 
next year.

accepting a b rib e for voting 
for the rezoning measure, he 
had actually voted against it, 
as the record clearly showed. 
His vote, in fact, had cost the 
false-swearing attorney and 
his friends a considerab le 
sum of money.

limit is up 
A new money order with the 
limit raised from $100 to $300 
per order will be available at 
the Dixon post office on Oct. 13, 
according 
to 
Postm aster 
Francis Loomis 
Loomis said the new system 
can save both the customer and 
U.S. Postal Service mwiey. 
Buyers of the new money order 
will pay one fee — 40 cents — 
for mwiey orders valued from 
$50.01 to 1300. Fees for the 
lesser amounts will remain the 
same. 
“ Under the old system, a $300 
money 
order woidd 
involve 
three 40 cent fees for a t(rtal of 
$1.20. The new system will 
provide a two-thirds reduction 
to 40 
cents,” 
Postm aster 
Loomis said. 
The 
Postal 
Service 
has 
centralized administration of 
its money order system at the 
Postal Data Center in St. Louis 
“ It has the most advanced 
paper forms processing system 
of its type in the world and as a 
result of this efficiency the 
Postal Service expects to save 
about $1.6 million a year,” 
Postmaster Loomis said. 
He said a new money order 
im printer w ill replace the 
punch machine now in use. 
‘The imprinter is based on the 
same method of printing as the 
credit card imprinters used in 
department stores, restaurants 
and gas stations. It is designed 
to save time and effort at the 
postal 
window,” 
Postmaster 
Loomis said. 
A three-part carbon inter­ 
leaved money order form 
replaces the card form that is 
now in use. Postmaster Loomis 
says 
the larger customer 
receipt 
will 
be 
less 
easily 
misplaced,contains a complete 
record of when, where, and in 
what amount it was purchased, 
and w ill allow the Postal Ser­ 
vice to provide fairer claim 
service 
through 
machine 
processing 
The new money order form 
meets 
Am erican 
Bankers 
Association standards for rapid 
handling

processing.

In a letter earlier, Percy told 
Agnew: “ Mr. Vice FTesident, in 
your address I hope you will 
speak just as candidly and as 
forcefully as you did when we 
had lunch last week.” 
“ We Illinoisans never forget 
a friend,” Percy added. 
Former Gov. 
Richard B. 
Ogilvie, who received a 30-sec­ 
ond standing ovation from the 
party faithful, said afterward 
he thought the Agnew talk 
“ could have been a little more 


lively.” 
“ But I think he made his 
main point last week in Los An­ 
geles,” Ogilvie said. 
Before launching into his 
text, Agnew ask^ Ogilvie’s 
wife, Dorothy, who was not at 
the dais, to stand and take a 
bow.

Soviet writer

A 
y ear ag o Colg ate Un iv ersity es­ 
tablished the first professorship 
of peace. 
This fall, 300 campu ses are 
u sin g peace stu dies m aterial, 
accordin g to the In stitu te for 
World Order in New York City . 
Spokesmen said the in stitu te re­ 
ceiv es some 25 0 in qu iries per 
mon th from ju n ior an d sen ior 
hig h schools, which are also es­ 
tablishin g cou rses of stu dy . 


“Ou r problem an d ex citemen t 
is that in terest is g rowin g so 
rapidly . It’s been happen in g 
sin ce abou t 197 0,” said Fran k­ 
lin Wallin , in stitu te presiden t. 
Propon en ts of su ch stu dies 
don ’t discou n t the power of pro­ 
test. They poin t to the Vietn am 
war an d pu blic opin ion ’s role in 
the American withdrawal. Bu t 
they are hopefu l that the peace 
edu cation mov emen t will g o be­ 
y on d Vietn am. 
The g rowin g in terest in peace 
stu dies stems in part from fru s­ 
tration of some who partici­ 
pated in the protests of the 
1960s 
Joe Fahey , actin g director of 
Man hattan 
Colleg e’s 
Peace 
Stu dies In stitu te, said of protest 
in the 196 0s: 
‘T realized that the problem 
of war was mu ch deeper than 
the Vietn am war an d protests 
were n ot en ou g h to stop it. We 
decided to make peace ou r ca­ 
reer.” 


Others see peace stu dies as 
part of a g rowin g worldwide 
con cern , bu ildin g ov er the past 
few decades. 
“These peace stu dies pro­ 
g ram s are part of a g lobal, po­ 
litical an d social mov emen t. 
The brig ht, moral, prag m atic 
min ds are coalescin g . We may 
be at a momen t in history 
where it’s possible to abolish 
w ar,” said Sau l Men dlov itz, di­ 
rector of the World Order Mod­ 
els Project, an effort by teams 
of researchers arou n d the g lobe 
to fin d better way s to liv e. 
How does on e stu dy pe^ce? 
Cou rses v ary g reatly in su b­ 
ject m atter, bu t most start with 
the prem ise that w ar is n ot in ­ 
ev itable, practical solu tion s can 
an d mu st be fou n d. 
“The n atu re of the liberal 
arts prog ram has been that 
war is an acceptible mean s of 
con flict resolu tion . It’s become 
a 
predom in an t

society ,” said Chu ck Appel, a 


20-y ear-old sen ior at M an hattan 
Colleg e. “Bu t y ou ’v e g ot to 
teach that n on v iolen t resolu tiwi 
is the best way to solv e prob­ 
lem s.” 
The peace scien ce approach 
is also in terdisciplin ary . On e 
cou rse may in clu de m ath, his­ 
tory , 
g ov ern men t 
an d 
psy ­ 
cholog y — in a rou n ded tech­ 
n iqu e of problem-solv in g . 
“In the past, sociolog y , eco­ 
n omics, each had its own piece­ 
meal approach. We felt the 
problem of world con flict re­ 
qu ires a fu ll attack,” said Wal­ 
ter Isard, chairm an of the 
peace scien ce departm en t at 
the Un iv ersity of Pen n sy lv an ia 
in Philadelphia. 


^Professors also stress that 
cou rses take a rig orou s, u n emo­ 
tion al look at world problems,

Family doctors back in style

Hav in g refu sed to sig n a 
pledg e that he wou ld n ev er 
ag ain distribu te or write criti­ 
cism of the Sov iet sy stem, 
Vladimir Bu kov sky , n ow v ery 
ill an d weak, has been tran s­ 
ferred from Vladimir Prison to 
a strict reg im e labor camp in 
the remote Perm area 700 
miles n ortheast of the capital, 
the sou rces say 
The “strict-reg im e” camp is 
a pu n ishmen t often meted ou t 
to political dissiden ts 
At su ch cam ps the diet is re­ 
ported to be close to bare su b­ 
sisten ce an d prison ers are re­ 
qu ired to do heav y , u n skilled 
labor 
Bu kov sky has a rheu matic 
heart, bu t other ailmen ts hav e 
left 
him 
in 
an 
ex tremely 
weaken ed con dition , his mother 
said in telephon e con v ersation s 
with frien ds 
in 
the Un ited 
States 
They report she beg g ed them 
to appeal in his behalf to the 
In tern ation al Red Cross or to 
the Main Admin istration of 
Con fmemen t. Min istry of In ter­ 
n al Affairs, in Moscow 
Bu kov sky , sen ten ced last 
y ear for his dissiden t writin g s, 
drew a two-y ear prison term , 
plu s fiv e y ears in a labor camp 


an d an other fiv e in ex ile. 
His m other is said to hav e 
told frien ds that when the time 
came f(W Bu kov sky ’s tran sfer 
from prison to the labor camp, 
he was brou g ht to Moscow for 
in terrog ation on the basis of 
testimon y at the recen t trial of 
Py otr Yakir an d Viktor Krasin , 
dissiden ts who con fessed an d 
su bsequ en tly drew three-y ear 
sen ten ces. 
It was then , Mrs. Bu kov sky is 
qu oted as say in g , that the au ­ 
thorities offered the y ou n g man 
a deal: He wou ld be released if 
he pledg ed n ot to resu m e his 
former activ ities as a writer. 


Bu kov sky was said to hav e 
respon ded that he n ot on ly 
woiUd refu se to stop su ch activ ­ 
ities. bu t that he wou ld n ot ac­ 
cept freedom u n less it was ex ­ 
ten ded also to other political 
prison ers con fin ed becau se of 
their opin ion s. 
Bu kov sky , a biophy sics stu ­ 
den t 
at 
Moscow 
Un iv ersity 
when he first ran afou l of the 
au thorities, was on e of the or­ 
g an izers of the Phoen ix g rou p 
of in tellectu als in terested in po­ 
etry an d politics. 
Sin ce 1963 he has been su b­ 
jected sev eral times to forced 
men tal treatm en t in prison psy ­ 
chiatric wards. His most recen t 
arrest for “an ti-Sov iet activ i­ 
ties” was in March 1971. 
“Ou r 
society 
is 
sick,” 
Bu kov sky said in his fin al 
statem en t to the trial cou rt. “ It 
IS sick with the fear that has 
come to u s from the Stalin 
era ”

“We’re n ow a recog n ized spe­ 
cialty within the medical pro­ 
fession , an d we’re n ot frown ed 
u pon an y lon g er as the less in ­ 
tellig en t g radu ates of medical 
school.” 
The 4,8 00 doctors at the con ­ 
v en tion elected the 47 -y ear-old 
Dr. Price as the n ew presiden t 
of their American Academy of 
Family Phy sician s. 
A spokesman for the acade­ 
my said it n ow has 34,600 m em ­ 
bers, compared with 31,9(6 in 
Jan u ary 1972. There were fewer 


than 28 ,000 mem bers of the 
academy in 1962. 
Amon g 
the 
more 
recen t 
m embers is the fiction al M ar­ 
cu s Welby , M.D., who has a 
certificate of membership on 
the wall of his office in his tele­ 
v ision series, the spokesman 
n oted. 
The spok^m an said abou t 20 
per cen t of g radu atin g sen iors 
in medical schools n ow choose 
family practice, compared with 
12 per cen t in the early 1960s. 
“Stu den ts are m ore socially 
con sciou s than a g en eration 
ag o,” Price said. “They seek a 
person -to-person con tact, an in ­ 
terperson al 
relation ship 
in 
depth.” 
Price said g ov ern men t fu n ds 
an d an imag e of prestig e con ­ 
tribu ted to an in crease in m edi­ 
cal specialists an d a declin e in 
g en eral 
practition ers 
sin ce 
World War II. 


“ Bu t n ow the pu blic is de­ 
man din g that, if they pay tax es 
to su pport a medical school, 
they hav e a rig ht to obtain a 
phy sician 
to 
take 
care 
of 
them ,” he said. 
Price said he treats 40 to 55 
patien ts a day in his ru ral east­ 
ern Colorado office an d said he 
makes hou se calls abou t three 
times a week. 
“Bu t we can ’t m ake hou se 
calls as often as we u sed to,” 
he added. “The phy sician su p­ 
ply is too sm all.” 
He predicted there wou ld be 
a sev ere P ortag e of family 
doctors for y ears to come. 
Dr. Basil A. Moskoff, 46 , of 
Zeig ler, 111., a con v en tion dele­ 
g ate, said, “ I thin k the pen d­ 
u lu m has swu n g away from the 
specialist. People wan t a bit 
more than a doctor to simply 
read a chart. They wan t a doc­ 
tor to kn ow a patien t.”

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The real root of 
evil: TV football

NEW YORK (NEA)— Unquestionably, two of ^ e 
gravest problems of the day are inflation and televiaon 
football. It may come as a surprise to some that there is a 
connection between the two. 
Of course, it may not come as a surprise to some oth­ 
ers. But those fans who consider inflation the thing that 
geu a football in working order, may be (fropped from this 
discussion 
, ^ 
To blac* out or not to black out, that is one of the ques­ 
tions, President Nixon chose to recommend that National 
Football League games not be blacked out locaUy when 
they are shown nationally, and when there is a sell-out 
crowd assured at least 72 hours before kickoff. 
Even a president, for heaven’s sake, enjoys watching 
his home team at his home. 
Inflation has lodo with spending more money and get­ 
ting less value, like buying a steak nowadays or paying $15 
bucks for a seat in the corner of a football stadium in the 
ram to watch grown men jump upon each other. 
Now, what does football on TV have U) do with mfla- 
iion*» This: television footUU is responsible for inflaUon 
in this country today. Why? Simply because footb^ in 
general and football on TV in particular have escalated 
prices. 
^ 
The three networks pay about $50 miUion a year to the 
NH. for TV rights. tThis sum is about as much as the en­ 
tire bu(kte< to run the executive office of the President.) 
WTiere does television get this sensational lump of dough? 
From advert isef^. Millions and millions from advert^ers. 
The Ford and Chrysler companies, the two biggest of 
ihe 65 football advertisers, pay over $5 million each to 
crow about their products (hiring Umeoiks on TV. Olhw 
sponsors include more of the biggest in d u c e s and 
businesses in the United SUles. And they must pay in­ 
creasing rates as football popularity rises. 
Therefore, one may easily see the national scope and 
power of the advertisers, who may pay $76,000 a minute. 
as they do on ABC 
And where do the advertisers gel this money? From 
their employes. That is, they don’t pay their employes ’ 
more in salary in order to save that buck for the Roone Ar- 
ledce Pete Rorelle-Joe Namath syndrome. So whal hap­ 
pens^ Well, lake Chry sler. We Just saw that the employes 
there struck.

Xlkay, so Chrysler has to cave in for more mon^^. So 
ev ery one, from farmers to greengrocers, sees the kind of 
pecuniary game the NFL plays, and reruns it in lh « r 
fashion They raise their prices.

This economic analysis may not all be Keynesian, nut 
It IS confusing \^hich is virtually the same thing. 
But if you have followed the argument so far you ^ 
that football is at the bottom of the nation’s economic pil^ 
iM) Now. how is it that football’s prices escalated so high?

Feet are the hardest work­ 
ing, yet possibly the most 
neglected part of the body, 
until they start to hurt. It’s 
like having a cavity. You for­ 
get you have it until the pain 
starts. Then you can’t think 
of anything else until you get 
rid of it. 
Doctors find that 50 pet. of 
I leir patients are suffering 
rom fatique, and this fa­ 
tigue is frequently a foot 
problem, which causes “ the 
all over tiredness.” Once this 
is corrected they bounce 
>ack to their dd selves. The 
feet bear the whole weight of 
the body. There are 26 deli­ 
cate little bones in the foot. 
There are three to foiff times 
as many ligaments with four 
ayers of muscle in the sole 
alone! Yet feet are like fin­ 
ger prints. Each person’s are 
different and wie foot is dif- 
erent from the other. It is 
important to wear the cor 
rect shoe and hose. Most foot 
discomfort can result from 
tight hose as well as from 
short shoes. It is not only im­ 
portant that hose be large 
enough, but equally impor­ 
tant to wear hose loosely 
over the toes. If hose are too 
snug back pressure which 
resets when you stand caus­ 
es your feet to elongate de­ 
veloping many pain-produc 
ing conmti(xis. 
Jad posture throws your 
x)dy weight out of balance. 
Shifting

weight distribution along the 
leef and arch can make 
walking a torment. Ordinary 
atigue from being on one’s 
leet hour after hour can

Increase circulation an( 
strengthen toes by rufflinj 
the pages of a telephone book 
and shake toes as you woulc 
fingers. Pick up a marble 
with bare toes and walk 
around on the outside of your 
feet, holding onto the marble 
as long as possible. Walk on 
your heels with your toes 
pointing inward fix* two or 
three minutes twice a day. 
All of these exercises relieve 
foot tension and make walk­ 
ing a pleasure. 
When you take your bath or 
shower massage soap in an< 
out of your toes rubbing the 
soles. Legs and feet are us­ 
ually dry because there 
aren’t enough active oi 
glands in the limbs to keep 
them naturally smooth. A 
lubrication lotion often hel(» 
both skin and circulation i: 
massaged in strenuously 
enough. 
After a day on your feet 
stretch out with feet raised, 
knees up close to a wall. Try 
to walk up the wall. As you 
go higher support your back 
with your hands. When you 
reach the highest point, hdc 
your feet there for three to 
five minutes. 
Raise your mattress so that 
your feet are up during 
sleep. A helpful hint for 
those who have vein trouble. 
Deodorize your feet. Perspi­ 
ration can cause friction 
which in turn may cause 
corn and callouses. 
A foot bath with epsom salts 
(x- bath oil is a quick reviver 
for tired feet. Remember to 
follow soak with a moisturiz­ 
er or body cream. When oxy­ 
gen is shut off for too long, 
heat builds up. resulting with 
irritation and fungus. 
Do a pedicure weekly using 
cuticle remover. Trim toe­ 
nails straight across. Never 
curve them with a fUe.
